AGADIR, Morocco (AP' - The

BACKERS ARE 


WEARING OUT 


By JACK B E LL 
WASHINGTON (AP>—It wasn't 
supposed to come out that way at 
all, but Southern filibusterers have 
about worn out civil rights advo­ 
cates with their marathon talk in 
the Senate. 
There are unmistakable signs 
that those most grateful for the 
weekend break in continuous Sen­ 
ate sessions will not be the South­ 
erners but those who originally 
sought to exhaust them. 
This has come about through 
expert platooning of the 18 civil 
rights opponents and the inability 
of the bill’s supporters to work 
out any comparable system. 
As a result, many of the civil 
rights advocates are physically 
groggy and tired mentally from 
more than five days of around-the- 
clock session*. Some of them said 
privately they expect their first 
restful sleep in a week when they 
relax in their homes over the 
weekend. 


"Fresh And Peppy” 
The Southerners look as fresh 
and as peppy as when the session 
started last Monday noon. 
Captained by Sen. Richard B 
Russell (D-Ga), they divided them­ 
selves into three teams of six men 
each. Each team takes on a 24- 
hour shift. Each member is re­ 
sponsible for a four-hour speech, 
although some have talked longer. 
After their stint, members of 
each team can go home for 48 
hours of rest and relaxation before 
going back on tile job again. 
On the other hand, since they 
have to provide most of the 51 
members who must answer quor­ 
um calls to keep the session going, 
civil righto advocates have had to 
snatch sleep on uncomfortable cots 
near the Senate chamber.

FATE OF FINCH 


AND MISTRESS

LOS ANGELES A P'-T w o mil­ 
lion words of testimony and argu­ 
ment were only a provocative 
prelude to Ha' critical question 
the Finch trial jury is trying to­ 
day to answer in two or three 
syllables: guilty or not guilty. 
The jury got the case Friday 
and there was no telling when it 
might he back with a verdict Hie 
genera! feeling was it would be 
a matter of days. 
After deliberating today, the 
jurors get Sunday off. 
“Guilty” or “ not guilty” actual­ 
ly will appear in the verdict four 
times, since Dr. R. Bernard Finch 
and his pretty mistress, Carole 
Trcgoff, 
are 
charged 
on 
two 
counts each and will be dealt 
with separately. They are accused 
of murder and conspiracy to com­ 
mit murder in the death last 
July 18 of the doctor’s socialite 
wife, Barbara Jean. She was shot 
through 
the 
back 
outside 
the 
elegant Finch home in suburban 
West Covina. 


Several Verdicts 
The jurors—seven women and 
five men—have the alternatives 
on count I of finding the defend­ 
ants guilty of first-degree murder, 
guilty of second-degree murder, 
or innocent of murder. On count 
2 the options are guilty or inno­ 
cent of conspiracy. 
But on either or both counts 
one party might be found inno­ 
cent and the other guilty 
The 
number of conceivable combina­ 
tions—taking into account that the 
jury might be “ hung" on one or 
more counts—was unofficially cal­ 
culated by newsmen at 161, 
Finch, 42, and his 23-year-old 
paramour 
testified 
they drove 
from La* Vegas the night of 
July 18 to talk to Mrs. Finch 
about divorce plans. 
Finch said he and his wife got 
into a struggle over a gun which 
she drew from her car. It went 
off accidentally. Finch said, kill­ 
ing her.

The historical and genealogical 
study of the Round Hill Presbyte­ 
rian Graveyard is continued at 
this time with acme additional 
data on Matthew Richey, soldier 
o* the American Revolution and, 
before that a frontier ranger dur- 
in 
the French and Indian Wars. 
Graves of other men who saw 
service on the then western fron­ 
tier may be in this burial ground 
but if their graves were ever 
marked the stones have long since 
disappeared. Also the fact cannot 
be ignored that there are a num 
ber of graves in this cemetery 
marked by field stones, without 
inscriptions and, at this late date, 
rn one knows just who is buried 
here. Insofar as is known there 
are no records for the Round Hill 
congregation still in existence— 
that is if any were ever kept 
There is space for at least four 
other graves rn the Richey fan> 
ily plot but only the burial places 
of Matthew Richey and his wife, 
Mary Richey, are marked. If other 
members of the family are buried 
here nothing is known pertaining 
to them 


Married In 1771 
According to the records of the 
Rev. Alexander Dobbin, Matthew 
Richey, or another man tearing 
the same name, was married by 
the 
Rev. 
Dobbin—“October 
13, 
1778—married 
at 
Antrim—Mat­ 
thew Richey to Racliel Wallace.” 
Mary Richey, the wife buried be­ 
side her husband at the Round 
Hill, died in 1775. Therefore this 
could be a second marriage for the 
soldier, Matthew Richey. 
The next grave included in the 
list of inscriptions at the Round 
Hill 
Presbyterian Graveyard is 
that of Jane Rogers. The in s e r t 
tion from the marker at her grave 
follow'*:— 
L “ In memory of/ Jane Rog­ 
ers/ Died November 2, 1860/ Aged 
about 75 years.” 
Note:— Nothing ie known at 
this time, pertaining to the Rogers 
family who buried at least one, if 
not more members, at the Round 
Hill. There are, at the present 
time, no other marked graves 
bearing this name here, Jane Rog­ 
ers reigns supreme in the family 
plot.

Late winter is a good tim e to 
check over the conditions of the 
corn planter. "A little checking 
now could save or make you many 
dollars.” 


If you have a split boot corn 
planter be doubly sure the ferti­ 
lizer divider has not rusted away 
If it has, U»? fertilizer and seed 
will fall together in the sam e 
place and result in a poor corn 
stand. Better yet, throwing away 
those antique split shoes and re­ 
placing them with “ side banders.” 
On many of the older corn plant­ 
ers old split shoes can be ex­ 
changed with side banders at little 
expense The change could prove 
profitable when harvest season ar 
rives. 
Prevent Enterotoxemia 
Baby Iambs eating some grain 
and drinking a lot of milk from 
their mothers may die suddenly 
from enterotoxem ia or pulpy kid­ 
ney disease. 
This disease usually affects the 
fattest, 
huskiest 
lambs 
in 
the 
flock. The organism responsible 
produces a toxin which kills them 
rapidly. If this disease has been 
a problem in the flock, vaccination 
of the ewes at least three weeks 
fiefore lambing with enterotoxemia 
bacterin will enable them to fur­ 
nish protective antiliodies against 
this disease to their lambs in their 
milk. 
Lambs vaccinated at four to 
six weeks of age will develop good 
resistance in about two weeks.

The texture of the fabric deter­ 
mines the amount of pressure on 
the presser bar. Smooth, tightly 
woven fabrics and ones with a 
hard finish, such as nylon or­ 
gandy, need a high degree of 
pressure. For thick, loosely woven 
fabrics, light pressure givest best 
results. 
Finely woven man-m ade fabrics 
often need a shorter stitch than 
most fabrics. Thick, loosely woven

French dressing goes well with 
all kinds of vegetables and fruit 
salads.

Cover tightly and shake. Chill.

Two variations of French dress­ 
ing that especially good on fruit 
salads are a simple substitute of 
lemon juice for vinegar in the 
basic recipe and honey celery 
seed French dressing.

The Scranton Plan Corp 
wa* 
formed for the sole purpose of pur- 
chasing a government built ixunt* 
cr wing plant in the city which 
was operated during the war by 
the Murray Dorp ut America, The 
corporation floated a first mort­ 
gage bond issue which was over- 
suhscritted by residents in the 
amount of it 200.000 This was the 
price paid for the plant to the War 
Assets 
Administration, and 
the 
Murray firm continued as the 
peace-time tenant, 
Meanwhile, the Scranton Lacka­ 
wanna 
Industrial 
Building Co, 
more popularly known as SLI BCO 
offered debenture bonds to the cit­ 
izens (rf the area. who purchased 
$1,162,000 worth of Ha- securities. 
This money was used to build 
new plants tor lease and or sale 
to prospective industrial tenants. 
SLI BCO’* plant 
building pn* 
gram was remarkably successful 
hut was limited by the amount of 
money it derived from the sale of

In 1950 another com­ 
munity corporation was brought 
into tieing—that of L IF E whirh 
campaigned for outright donations

*'RANTO N Pa. (AP>-Ftfteen 
years ago while the world was still 
rejoicing over the end of a dev­ 
astating war, Scranton came to 
the conclusion that it faced an 
other gigantic struggle and that 
the only way it could survive was 
to take the offensive in an eco­ 
nomic revolution 


Recognizing that the city could 
no longer qualify, nor be classi­ 
fied. as the "anthracite capital of 
the world.” local lenders from all 
walks of life handed together and 
drafted extensive plaas for that 
offensive 


Born by adversity, the long 
range 
plan of action 
centered 
around the industrial rehabilitation 
of the area to wipe nut unemploy 
meat 
which was 
increasing 
in 
leaps and txMind- by the return 
home of World War ll service 
men and defense worker* and by 
tin* continuing loss of jobs in the 
area's basic industry anthracite 
coal. 


King Coal Died 


The slow death of king coal in 
the Scranton area wa* noted for 
years prior to World War ll and 
tin* problem was just tieing faced 
up to when the war broke out The 
industry revival somewhat during 
the war period and any action 
contemplated at that time was 
‘tabled'’ while the area manned 
the mine* ne<*ded In Hie war cl 
fort; exported much of its avail­ 
able labor to defense plants out­ 
side the region, and sent it* young 
men away to preserve democracy 


Tfie 
unemployment 
problem 
really became acute In the closing 
days of PMf* and enrlv 1946 and 
aren 
representatives, 
including 
businessmen, civic loaders, union 
officials, 
educators, 
clergymen, 
professional men, etc., decided 
that if something was to be done.

Any house­ 
hold worker who is paid $50.00 or 
n o r* in cash wages by any one 
employer during a calendar quar­ 
ter of the year is covered by so­ 
cial security. The employer is re­ 
q u ired by law to file a return, re- 
|porting the amount of wages paid 
to the employe, and to pay the 
social security taxes due on these 
wages. If you give her cash for 
her car fare, it counts as part of 
her cash wages. Car tokens do 
not count, nor does the lunch you 
serve her.
